Reeulation, Concerning the SE S$TON. 


HE Commiſſioners appointed by His Majeſty, with the Advice and 
Conſent of the Eſtates of Parliament, for Regulation of Judica- 


tories, in diſcharge of the Truſt committed to ther, and aſter 

long and mature Deliberation, Doin the firſt place, for the effe- 

Qual preventing and reſtraining of Abuſes, and exorbitant ExaRi- 
ons in the Seffion, and for the more ſpeedy, eafie, and ſure Adminiſtration 
of Juſtice by the Lords thereof, humbly offer to His Majeſties Approbation, 
the Ads, Orders and Conſtitutions following, | 

1+ Thatinthe extracting of As or Decreets, whatever Sheets are repea- 
ted out of former AQs already extraged, and payed forin the ſame Proceſs, 
ſhall in the AR or Decreet wherein they are repeated, be only payed for as 
Copies at the price of eight Shilling Scots per ſheet, and no more to be given 
to the Copier, and that the quota of Lines, or quantity of Writing of theſe 
ſheets, be at leaſt as many lines, and as much writing io each ſheet, as was des 
termined by the former Actof Regulation, and that what ever new ſheets - 
ſhall be added in the poſterior AR, or in the Decreet, ſhall pay each ſheet as 
an new ſheet, conform to the former Regulation, and that a brok en ſheet if 
any be, be payed foras a whole ſheet __—_O 

2, Ttew, For each Bill preſented in the Inner-houſe, there ſhall only be 
payed for preſenting, fifty eight Shil, Scots, and for preſenting the written 
Anſwets made tothe ſame, as much z And that in this manner, vis. That the 
ſaid payments be firſt payed in by the Parties to the ColleQor aftermentioned, 
and by bim marked upon the ſaid Pill, and Anſwers before they be preſented 
to the Lords, | | | ;

direfly or indiretly,in any ſort over and above the yearly Sallary and Fee, 
allowed to me for my ſaidOffice,and that I (hall content my ſelf with the ſaid 
Sallarie,and bold my ſelf honeſtly and ſtriGly io the ſame,So help mesGOD, 


Iew, That the ſaid Sallaries be as fallows, viz. for the Principal Clerks 
or the Clerks of thc fnner-houſe, toeach of them four thouſand merks Scots, 
yearly;and to the under-Clerks, or Clerks ofthe Outter-houſe tocach of them 
fiſteen hundred wweyks yearly, to be payed outof the Dues of their whole Of- 
fices by the ColleRor after-mentioned. But it in any-year, the ſ:id Dacs (hal 
happen not to extend ſo far, that then the Dues colleQed ſhall be divided a-
